How  Patients  are  Maintained 
at  the  Sanatorium 

Donations  do  not  go  towards  the  maintenance  of  patients 
but  go  to  capital  account  to  increase  the  accommodation  in  the 
institution.  If  a donation  were  to  go  towards  the  maintenance 
of  patients  it  would  thus  provide  no  permanent  improvement, 
but  would  be  disbursed  in  the  meeting  of  operating  expenses. 

The  policy  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  with  regard  to  San- 
atoria for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  provides  that  if  a 
municipality  or  association  establishes  an  institution  the 
maintenance  of  the  patients  will  be  taken  care  of  by 

1.  A provincial  grant  now  fixed  at  .75  per  day. 

2.  A municipal  grant  not  to  exceed  $1.50  per  day.

(a)  If  the  patient  can  pay  $1.50  per  day  no  grant  from 
a municipality  is  asked  for,  and  whatever  lesser  rate 
the  patient  can  pay  decreases  the  municipal  grant 
by  that  amount. 

(b)  Because  of  by-laws  passed  by  the  City  in  favor  of 
the  Sanatorium,  the  City  rate  at  present  paid  for  in- 
digent patients  is  fixed  at  $1.20  per  day. 

(c)  Municipalities  that  have  not  made  a grant  to- 
wards the  capital  account  of  a Sanatorium  are 
expected  to  pay  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  day  in  order 
to  more  nearly  cover  the  full  cost,  less  the  provincial 
grant. 

To  secure  admission  a patient  living  in  the  City  of  Hamil- 
ton who  cannot  pay  the  rate  of  $1.20  per  day,  will  secure  from 
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one  of  the  members  of  our  Dispensary  staff  a letter  to  the  Re- 
lief Officer,  stating  that  he  or  she  has  tuberculosis  and  re- 
quires Sanatorium  treatment.  The  Relief  Officer  then  requires 
the  confirmation  of  a physician  representing  the  City,  so  the 
patient  is  sent  to  the  City  Hospital  for  examination  by  Dr.  W. 
F.  Langrill  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

The  patient  then  returns  to  the  Relief  Office  where  the 
matter  of  the  City’s  liability,  based  on  residence  of  the  patient, 
is  determined,  and  the  amount  of  the  City’s  assistance  is  decid- 
ed. The  patient  is  then  given  a City  order  for  admission  to 
the  Sanatorium. 

The  policy  of  the  City  has  always  been  to  show  extreme 
consideration  for  tuberculous  patients.  The  officials  realize 
that  the  treatment  is  necessarily  of  long  duration  and  that 
when  patients  have  dependants,  they  will  suffer,  and  must  be 
provided  for,  and  that  also  the  patient  when  cured  will  have 
a lessened  earning  capacity  and  will  have  to  live  carefully. 

The  City  cannot  accept  applicants  who  cannot  comply 
with  the  residence  rule,  which  states  that  the  patient  must 
have  lived  in  the  city  for  one  year,  before  the  City  will  accept 
liability.  This  rule  was  found  necessary  to  prevent  people 
from  any  part  of  the  Province  taking  rooms  for  a short  time  in 
the  City  and  then  demanding  treatment  as  indigent  citizens. 

In  the  municipalities  outside  of  Hamilton  the  patient  re- 
quiring municipal  aid,  receives  our  report  and  takes  it  to  the 
mayor  or  reeve  or  other  named  official  of  the  municipality 
and  then  presents  an  order  from  that  official  when  being  ad- 
mitted to  the  Sanatorium. 
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Annua!  Report  of  the  President 

-Mr.  J.  J.  Evel 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : In  presenting  the  Sixteenth 

Annual  Report  of  the  Hamilton  Health  Association,  your 
Directors  feel  they  have  cause  for  gratification  at  the  continued 
progress  in  all  departments  of  the  work,  made  possible  by  the 
ever  growing  interest  and  assistance  afforded  us  by  the  var- 
ious corporations  of  the  City  of  Hamilton,  by  public-spirited 
generous  friends  and  by  the  citizens  in  general.  To  you,  as 
citizens,  belongs  the  credit  for  the  institution  on  the  mountain 
to-day,  and  to  you  the  thanks  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
the  boards  are  hereby  extended. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  year  are  the  erection  of : 

First — The  new  fireproof  nurses’  home,  built  at  a cost  of 
$85,000.00,  for  which  purpose  a subsequent  additional  $10,- 
000.00  was  given  by  Mrs.  Bisby  to  the  original  sum  of  $75,- 
000.00  given  by  her  and  the  late  W.  D.  Long,  so  that,  to  these 
good  friends  of  the  Association  is  due  honor  for  the  erection 
of  the  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  occupation  early  in 
May,  and  which  will  fill  a long-felt  want. 

Second — Two  new  brick  residences  for  our  staff  doctors, 
who  are  at  present  in  not  very  congenial  quarters,  but  who 
will  scon  be  more  comfortably  housed  and  within  instant  call 
of  the  nurses  when  required. 

Third — The  sun  rooms  and  ward  at  the  Preventorium  for 
the  introduction  of  the  Helio-Therapy  or  Sun-cure  treatment 
for  children.  This  part  of  the  work,  from  which  we  confident- 
ly look  for  excellent  results,  is  expected  to  be  in  operation 
early  in  May. 
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Fourth — The  new  barn,  with  capacity  for  forty  head  of 
cattle,  and  two  silos,  well  filled  with  sufficient  fodder  to  last 
well  into  the  summer  months. 

Arrangements  are  under  way,  plans  having  already  been 
prepared,  for  the  building  in  the  near  future,  of  the  dining 
room  and  a school  for  the  children  at  the  Preventorium,  and 
of  a new  dairy,  with  complete  provision  for  the  care  of  milk 
from  the  herd  of  high  grade,  healthy  cattle.  Our  steady 
growth  has  necessitated  the  installation  at  the  Ontario  Hos- 
pital, of  equipment  for  increasing  our  water  supply,  and  we 
wish  to  thank  our  good  friend  Doctor  English  for  his  helpful 
co-operation  and  assistance  in  this  very  important  branch  of 
our  work. 

The  major  contributions  for  the  year  were  the  $10,000.00 
already  mentioned,  $1,500.00  from  the  Dundas  Women’s 
Patriotic  League,  and  the  sum  of  $100,000.00  willed  us  by  the 
late  John  A.  Bruce,  whose  memory  we  have  cause  to  revere 
and  perpetuate  among  the  honored  names  at  the  Sanatorium. 
Incidentally,  we  here  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Bruce 
family  and  to  the  executors  of  the  estate  for  consideration 
already  shown  in  their  endeavor  to  carry  out  most  advantage- 
ously for  us,  the  provisions  of  his  will. 

We  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  sum  of  $300.00  from  the 
Honorably  Discharged  Soldiers  Association,  whose  president, 
Mr.  John  Bull,  has  been  made  a life  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion ; the  contribution  of  the  Alpine  lamps  for  Helio  treatment 
for  the  children,  by  the  Junior  Health  League;  the 
sum  of  $500.00,  proceeds  from  the  Beach  Day  Fete;  the 
moving  picture  machine  for  the  use  of  the  children,  given  by 
the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  Choir ; photographic  equip- 
ment for  the  X-Ray  department,  from  the  Queen’s  Canadian 
Hospital,  and  a complete  dental  equipment  for  the  San  patients’ 
given  by  the  City  Council  at  a cost  of  $2,500.00.  In  this  con- 
nection also,  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  dental  profession  gener- 
ally and  to  Dr.  W.  G.  Thompson  and  Dr.  Everett  especially, 
for  their  ready  assistance  on  this  and  other  occasions. 
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A committee  from  your  Board  waited  upon  the  Board  of 
Education,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  an  additional  teacher 
for  the  children  who  are  bed  patients,  in  order  that,  when  their 
health  is  restored,  they  might  not  be  handicapped  in  their 
lessons.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  our  request  met  with  a 
ready  response  with  the  result  that  there  are  now  two  teachers 
in  regular  attendance  at  the  San. 

Three  of  our  outstanding  members,  through  whose  gener- 
osity and  effort  this  Association  was  started  on  its  career, 
have,  during  the  year,  joined  the  Great  Majority — Mr.  W.  D. 
Long,  our  first  president,  who,  with  his  partner,  Mr.  Bisby, 
donated  the  land  for  the  Sanatorium;  Mr.  S.  D.  Bigger,  K.C., 
who  took  much  interest  in  the  matter  and  called  the  first 
public  meeting  at  which  the  Hamilton  Health  Association 
was  organized,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Milne,  whose  duties  as  chairman 
of  the  building  committee  were  performed  with  singular  fidel- 
ity and  care.  In  these  three  gentlemen  we  possessed  a rare 
combination,  the  one  with  beneficence,  the  one  with  executive 
ability  and  the  one  with  whole-hearted  effort  representing  the 
willing  heart,  the  thoughtful  mind  and  the  ready  hand,  each 
the  complement  of  the  others  making  for  the  establishment  of 
an  institution  and  of  its  present  day  efficiency,  of  which  we  all 
may  feel  a pardonable  pride. 

During  the  year  Colonel  J.  R.  Moodie,  Mr.  Homer  Hale 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Lovering  have  been  appointed  to  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

In  conclusion  and  with  a view  to  showing  you,  in  part  at 
least,  the  results  we  are  obtaining,  I would  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  chart  from  which  you  will  note  the  steady  decrease 
in  mortality  from  the  disease  against  which  we  are  prosecut- 
ing our  unrelenting  warfare,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  steadily 
increasing  population  of  our  city.

Report  of  the  Ladies*  Board 

—Mrs.  Geo.  S.  Rennie 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : After  Mr.  Evel’s 

splendid  report  there  is  very  little  left  for  me  to  tell  of  the 
wonderful  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Hamilton  Health 
Association. 

We  are  indeed  lucky  in  having  such  a capable  man  as  Dr 
Holbrook  at  the  head  of  the  Sanatorium.  You  all  know  the 
good  work  he  and  his  able  staff  have  done,  and  the  keen 
interest  they  have  always  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  institu- 
tion. Most  excellent  work  has  also  been  done  by  our  good 
friends  Miss  McLean,  Mrs.  Snider  and  the  Nurses  and  Staff. 
Few  people  know  the  good  work  that  these  ladies  have  done, 
and  I think  that  the  harmony  and  efficiency  is  greatly  due  to 
them.  I know  at  times  that  Mrs.  Snider  and  Miss  McLean 
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have  had  to  turn  in  and  do  all  kinds  of  work,  when  their  help 
in  the  kitchen  has  failed  them,  so  that  their  patients  should 
not  suffer  for  want  of  anything. 

At  our  annual  meeting  last  year  we  were  worried  about 
our  down  town  dispensary,  and  made  an  appeal  for  better 
accommodation.  We  little  thought  that  relief  for  this  press- 
ing need  would  come  so  soon,  but  thanks  to  our  worthy  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  Controller  Cal. 
Davis,  who  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  a part  of  the 
old  library  building,  and  they  hope  to  be  able  to  equip  it,  so 
that  we  will  have  an  up-to-date  down  town  dispensary  and 
clinic,  where  really  the  first  stages  of  our  work  begin,  under 
the  careful  examination  of  Dr.  Holbrook  and  his  staff. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  something  of  the 
work  done  during  the  past  year  by  our  visiting  nurse,  Mrs. 
Jarvis,  and  at  the  dispensary: 

1549  visits  were  made  in  homes  in  the  city  by  Mrs.  Jarvis. 

1432  examinations  were  made  by  doctors  in  charge  of  dis- 
pensary. 

534  new  patients  were  registered,  of  which  126  were 
found  to  have  active  tubercular  trouble. 

This  all  goes  to  show  the  necessity  for  the  dispensary, 
and  to  help  the  good  work  that  is  being  done  there. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  Health  Association  have  done 
excellent  work  in  supplying  milk  and  clothing,  etc.,  to  patients 
who  could  not  afford  to  buy  the  same,  and  they  have  also  visit- 
ed many  of  these  patients.  The  Juliet  Doolittle  fund  also 
provided  many  comforts  to  these  families. 

The  Educational  Nurses  have  been  a great  help  to  the 
dispensary  with  the  splendid  work  they  did  during  the  past 
year  among  the  children  at  the  public  schools. 

This  Christmas  was  a very  bright  and  happy  one  for  all 
the  patients,  thanks  to  the  many  kind  friends  who  gave  them 
concerts  and  treats  of  all  kinds,  especially  the  Christmas  din- 
ner given  to  the  patients  at  the  Infirmary  by  the  Heroes  Chap- 
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ter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire.  The  children  at  the  Pre- 
ventorium were  more  than  well  taken  care  of  in  the  way  of 
toys  and  treats  sent  them  by  the  kindness  of  different  societies 
and  chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  Mr.  Evel  told  of  the  generous 
gift  from  the  late  Mr.  Long,  and  Mrs.  Bisby,  for  the  building 
of  a home  for  the  nurses.  This  building  is  nearing  comple- 
tion, and  we  hope  it  will  be  finished  and  all  furnished  ready 
to  open  at  our  next  birthday  party. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  had  no  idea  that  they  would 
be  called  upon  to  do  anything  in  connection  with  this  work, 
but  evidently  our  good  friend  Sir  John  Gibson  thought  that 
we  were  not  doing  our  share,  and  wished  the  task  of  collecting 
money  enough  to  furnish  this  home  on  the  Ladies'  Board.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  been  very  successful  so  far 
in  having  collected  over  two-thirds  of  the  amount  that  we 
consider  will  be  necessary  for  this  purpose.  When  we  started 
to  collect  we  thought  we  had  an  irksome  task  before  us,  but 
the  way  that  we  were  received  by  some  of  the  manufacturers, 
merchants,  generous  friends,  and  by  the  Bertram  Hooper 
Chapter  of  the  I.O.D.E.,  made  our  work  a pleasure.  Up  to 
the  present  we  have  only  been  able  to  approach  a few  of  our 
friends  for  donations  for  this  worthy  cause,  and  the  ladies' 
committee  do  not  want  anyone  here  to  feel  hurt  if  they  have 
not  already  been  asked  to  subscribe.  But  as  nearly  $2,000.00 
is  still  required  I am  making  an  appeal  to-night  to  the  kind 
friends  here  that  may  have  been  overlooked  to  send  their  con- 
tributions to  our  treasurer,  Mrs.  VanAllen,  Herkimer  Apart- 
ments. 

I feel  sure  that  this  amount  will  be  made  up  in  a very 
short  time,  and  when  this  is  done  it  will  be  a pleasure  to  the 
Ladies'  Board  to  report  to  Sir  John  Gibson  and  the  Men’s 
Board  that  we  were  able  to  accomplish  the  duty  wished  upon 
them. 

I would  like  to  move  the  adoption  of  this  report.

The  Inventory  making  up  this  amount  includes : Provi- 
sions, Fuel  and  Medical  Supplies  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

INSURANCE  UNEXPIRED  $846.50. 

The  unexpired  portion  of  Insurance  Premiums  in  force  at 
the  close  of  the  year  makes  up  this  amount,  which  varies  from 
one  year  to  another  on  account  of  the  policies  being  nearly 
all  for  three  year  periods. 

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  should  be  carefully  con- 
sidered as  to  whether  this  is  adequate  under  the  present  high 
cost  of  building. 

This  was  increased  in  1919,  but  is  still  considerably  below 
the  cost  values. 
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The  liabilities  of  the  Bank  Overdraft,  $30,318.92 ; 
Accounts  Payable  $17,929.36  and  the  Juliet  Doolittle  Fund 
$1,031.42  are  deducted  from  the  above  Assets,  leaving  the  Net 
Assets  of  $361,154.18,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  $11,243.31. 

CAPITAL  ACCOUNT. 

Last  year’s  Capital  Account  is  increased  by  subscriptions 
of  $2,116.84,  a further  contribution  from  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society  for  furnishings  for  Military  patients  $1,725.00 ; 
members’  fees  and  donations  $14,428.75  and  $9,666.30  received 
on  account  of  City  debentures  for  new  buildings. 

Unfortunately  on  account  of  increased  costs  of  mainten- 
ance, $16,993.58  of  the  above  receipts  are  required  to  offset  the 
maintenance  loss  for  the  year,  making  the  net  increase  in 
Capital  Account  only  $12,175.61,  as  previously  mentioned. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  by  ourselves  and  others 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Association,  there  is  an  ever- 
pressing  need  for  extensions  and  it  is  in  the  interests  of  every 
citizen  of  Hamilton  and  the  surrounding  community,  that  the 
work  should  receive  their  interest  and  support. 

MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNT 

The  Maintenance  Account  for  the  year  which  shows  a 
total  cost  of  $231,661.29,  exhibits  the  continuing  growth  and 
usefulness  of  the  Association.  Maintenance  Income  towards 
this  expenditure  of  $191,966.51,  includes  the  loss  on  Military 
patients  of  $21,774.27  receivable  from  the  Military  Hospitals 
Commission,  the  loss  of  $17,920.51  therefore  being  on  Civilian 
Patients. 
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Deducting  from  this  loss  the  net  profit  of  the  farm  for  the 
year  of  $1,853.10,  leaves  the  net  Sanatorium  loss  of  $16,067.41, 
which  with  the  City  Dispensary  cost  of  $626.17,  makes  up  the 
amount  deducted  from  Capital  Account  for  the  year  $16,963.58.

Report  of  Physician-in-Charge 

—Dr.  J.  H.  Holbrook 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  a very  eventful  year  in 
many  respects,  in  the  organization  and  expansion  of  the 
medical  work  at  the  Mountain  Sanatorium.  While  unfor- 
tunately, we  have  not  realized  all  our  plans  of  a year  ago, 
yet  in  looking  over  last  year’s  report,  we  can  see  that  real 
progress  has  been  made  and  we  anticipate  much  for  the 
coming  year. 

I think  we  can  truthfully  say  that  our  patients  have  a 
better  chance  for  recovery  to-day  than  ever  before.  In  the

olden  days,  when  we  specialized  in  treatment  but  lacked  most 
of  the  equipment  necessary  for  the  diagnosis  of  difficult  and 
obscure  conditions,  the  system  was  necessarily  one  of  expect- 
ant treatment,  but  from  experience  we  believe  to-day,  that 
humanitarianism  must  demand  for  every  consumptive  the 
fullest  and  most  thorough  scientific  study  of  his  case,  to  dis- 
cover and  endeavor  to  rectify  every  factor  that  has  led  to  his 
ill  health. 

Thus  in  taking  stock  of  our  equipment,  we  find  that  the 
Laboratory  under  Mr.  Watson’s  direction  has  been  doing  ex- 
cellent work,  though  he  is  still  in  need  of  more  assistance.  In 
spite  of  this  his  report  shows  that  a large  amount  of  work  was 
accomplished  during  the  year. 
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The  X-Ray  Department  during  the  last  year  under  Dr. 
Morgan’s  direction  has  developed  into  an  absolutely  indis- 
pensable department,  in  the  carrying  on  of  efficient  work, 
and  the  report  below  shows  the  amount  of  work  done  and  also 

points  out  the  fact  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  do 
justice  to  a goodly  number  of  these  patients  without  the 
assistance  of  the  X-Ray  for  diagnosis  or  treatment.  We  are 
especially  indebted  to  Dr.  Hess  for  his  assistance  to  us  in  the 
establishment  of  this  Department,  in  training  Dr.  Morgan  to 
the  work,  and  in  acting  as  advisor  to  us  in  all  our  difficulties, 
either  technical  or  diagnostic. 

The  Dental  Department  too,  at  the  New  Infirmary,  under 
Dr.  Ingram  has  been  of  great  value  and  has  proved  itself  so 
helpful  to  treatment  that  it  has  been  possible  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Col.  W.  G.  Thompson  to  persuade  the  City  to  donate 
a complete  outfit  as  permanent  equipment  for  the  civilian 
patients  especially,  and  to  be  installed  in  the  children’s  Pre- 
ventorium. The  next  great  essential  is  to  secure  a permanent 
part  time  dentist  on  the  staff,  but  this  is  a task  for  the  coming 

year.  The  amount  of  work  carried  on  by  Dr.  Ingram  during 
the  year  is  shown  in  his  report  . 

During  the  last  two  years  Dr.  Everett  has  given  of  his 
spare1  time  both  for  civilian  children  and  adults  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  estimate  the  value  of  this  service  to  many  patients 
with  badly  infected  mouths  in  its  bearing  on  the  success  of 
treatment  of  their  pulmonary  disease. 

The  Department  of  Vocational  Theraphy  has  continued 
to  do  good  work  during  the  year,  and  along  with  other  fea- 
tures of  this  work  the  soldier  patients  are  now  publishing 
a paper  “The  Mountain  Echo.”  They  have  also  added  the 
work  of  pottery-making  to  the  other  lines  of  vocational  work. 
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But  apart  from  any  excellence  of  the  work  its  chief  advantage 
is  the  fact  that  it  occupies  the  mind  with  constructive  ideas 
rendering  the  long  days  happier  and  thus  assists  very  materi- 
ally in  the  success  of  treatment.  A start  in  this  work  has 
been  made  with  the  civilian  patients  and  the  children,  and 
results  have  been  very  encouraging. 

During  the  year  some  progress  has  been  made  towards 
the  introduction  of  Heliotherapy  as  a regular  feature  of  treat- 
ment. Two  small  verandahs  for  this  purpose  were  built  at 
the  Orchard  San,  one  adjoining  the  men’s  shack,  and  the  other 
at  the  Preventorium.  The  former  was  used  by  some  of  the 
men  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer.  At  the  Preventorium 
a ward  for  crippled  tuberculous  children  is  also  being  built 
and  it  is  planned  to  try  out  this  method  of  treatment  very 
thoroughly  during  the  next  year  or  two.  To  assist  the  Sun 
Treatment,  the  Junior  Health  League  is  donating  an  Alpine 
Lamp,  and  a special  treatment  room  for  the  use  of  this  Lamp 
is  being  prepared.  The  furnishing  of  the  new  ward  will  prob- 
ably be  undertaken  by  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  this  club  has 
expressed  a desire  to  become  “Big  Brothers”  to  these  little 
unfortunate  children.  With  such  assistance  from  the  Junior 
Health  League  and  the  Kiwanis  Club,  the  success  of  this 
branch  of  the  work  is  certainly  assured. 

. One  other  branch  of  the  work  that  has  been  indispensable 
has  been  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department.  Treat- 
ment here  requires  an  expert  and  for  the  soldiers  the  work 
has  been  carried  on  by  Dr.  Bruce  Sutherland,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  the  men.  With  the  civilian  patients  the  chief 
feature  of  the  work  is  the  removal  of  diseased  tonsils  and 
adenoids  in  children,  and  the  treatment  of  laryngeal  tuber- 
culosis in  adults,  with  an  occasional  correction  of  nasal  or  ear 
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conditions.  For  this  work  Dr.  P.  B.  MacFarlane  has  given  us 
his  services  throughout  the  year,  and  besides  removing  tonsils 
and  adenoids  in  about  thirty  cases,  he  has  given  us  very  valu- 
able assistance  in  treatment  of  the  laryngeal  cases,  who  con- 
stitute probably  the  most  pitiable  group  of  our  tuberculous 
patients. 

As  much  of  the  extension  of  the  work  in  these  different 
specialties  has  taken  place  since  the  erection  of  the  New 
Infirmary,  no  adequate  provision  was  made  for  them  and  as 
a result  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  use  of  space  that  was 
intended  for  other  purposes,  in  some  cases  isolation  rooms, 
and  again  patients’  wards.  The  different  departments  are 
also  scattered  about  the  building  in  inconvenient  locations, 
and  the  most  urgent  need  at  present  is  a new  clinic  building 
or  wing.  Such  a plan  would  conisderably  increase  our  accom- 
modation by  restoring  the  most  expensive  rooms  in  the  In- 
firmary to  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  planned  and  would 
add  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work  by  grouping  all  these 
special  departments  together  in  one  section  of  the  institution. 

With  reference  to  the  situation  regarding  the  rural  tuber- 
culosis problem,  I regret  to  say  that  there  is  apparently  no  im- 
provement ; as  country  patients  that  come  to  us  for  examina- 
tion or  treatment  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  too  far  advanced 
to  hope  for  successful  results,  and  no  effort  is  being  made  to 
improve  facilities  for  diagnosis  or  treatment  of  these  patients. 
As  a result  of  the  absence  of  these  facilities  at  home,  they  turn 
when  too  late,  to  the  institutions  already  established  in  the 
few  cities  already  engaged  in  this  work,  and  even  if  admitted 
for  treatment  they  are  likely  to  go  home  again  in  a short  time 
either  from  insufficient  financial  assistance  or  from  discour- 
agement as  they  gradually  lose  ground.  Surely  an  enlightened 
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province  such  as  Ontario  can  be  persuaded  without  more  delay 
to  organize  on  a practical  basis  for  the  fighting  of  tuberculosis 
instead  of  leaving  the  work  of  organization  to  the  individual 
action  of  the  many  separate  municipalities.  Rural  districts 
can  never  be  organized  in  that  manner  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  reaching  the  people  in  sparsely  settled  districts  and  mould- 
ing public  opinion  in  such  a way  as  to  get  united  action  on  a 
large  scale.  The  suggestions  in  last  year’s  report  appear  with 
time  to  be  the  correct  solution  of  the  problem. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  work,  the  one  phase  that 
looms  up  most  prominently  from  whatever  angle  we  view  it 
is  that  of  childhood  infection  and  childhood  protection  and 
treatment.  Conditions  in  Europe  are  appalling,  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  food  and  other  conditions  resulting  from  the  war. 
Arthur  Stringer  says,  speaking  of  his  own  boyhood,  “Now 
my  humble  belief  is,  not  only  that  the  child  is  the  father  of 
the  man,  but  the  about  everything  worth  while  happens  to 
you — with  the  exception,  of  course,  of  your  marriage  and  your 
funeral — before  you  are  fourteen  years  of  age.  These  fourteen 
years  are  the  years  that  count,  are  the  years  that  put  the 
waffle-iron  ridges  in  your  character  and  make  you  either  a 
plumber  with  a weakness  for  porterhouse  steaks  or  merely 
a college  professor  with  a watery  approval  of  enforced  vege- 
tarianism. Every  moment  is  formative;  every  act  is  natural, 
and  every  adventure  is  an  influence  for  good  or  evil.  The  gun 
is  loaded  then,  and  what  you  may  bring  down  when  you  are 
forty  or  fifty  is  determined  by  what  you’ve  loaded  it  with  when 
you  were  five  or  ten.”  I use  this  quotation  because  it  is  to-day 
considered  as  true  of  the  physical  as  it  is  of  the  mental  or 
moral  development  of  the  child.  There  is  no  longer  any  doubt 
that  the  infection  with  tuberculosis  that  brings  down  the 
adult  was  implanted  in  childhood,  and  often  very  early  child-

hood.  There  is  also  no  doubt  that  practically  all  come  into 
actual  conflict  with  the  germ  and  that  a successful  conflict 
leads  to  a very  definite  development  of  immunity  which  is  of 
service  against  future  infections.  Thus  even  the  child  very 
definitely  diseased,  if  treated  until  definitely  cured,  may  turn 
this  misfortune  into  an  asset,  and  only  the  child  in  whom 
the  disease  still  smolders  on  is  likely  to  come  down  with  adult 
tuberculosis. 

We  are  giving  special  attention  in  our  work  for  the  com- 
ing year  to  provisions  for  the  care  of  the  children  and  ask 
your  assistance  to  secure  these  provisions  both  for  treatment 
and  for  diagnosis. 

Our  plans  for  treatment  include  heliotherapy  and  Alpine 
Lamp  treatment  for  surgical  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  we 
are  very  glad  to  have  a second  teacher  appointed  recently  by 
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the  Board  of  Education,  for  this  both  assists  in  treatment  and 
enables  these  handicapped  children  who  are  behind  the  average 
child  in  their  studies,  to  better  fit  themselves  for  suitable 
positions  in  adult  life.  But  perhaps  the  greatest  need  for  these 
children  is  better  facilities  in  diagnosis.  The  new  Health 
Center  to  be  established  in  the  Old  Public  Library  building 
will  help  in  this  respect,  but  the  most  urgent  need  in  Hamilton 
is  a proper  system  of  school  inspection  whereby  these  tuber- 
culous children  can  be  more  certainly  and  more  generally 
discovered.  The  present  inadequate  system  of  school  inspec- 
tion makes  it  a matter  of  chance  for  a tuberculous  child  to 
be  discovered  and  must  give  way  to  a system  whereby  every 
suspicious  child  will  be  discovered  and  thoroughly  examinee!. 
As  has  been  recently  said  “Every  child  has  a right  to  as  much 
health  as  our  present  knowledge  affords.’’

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In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  us 
to  successfully  cary  on  our  work  during  the  last  year.  The 
San  has  so  many  friends  both  within  and  without  the  institu- 
tion that  it  is  impossible  to  be  specific.  We  are  very  proud  of 
those  who  have  remained  with  us  year  after  year,  and  we  are 
also  very  proud  of  the  co-operation  of  our  patients,  the  latter 
being  in  no  small  part  due  to  the  contented  spirit  which  pre- 
vails due  in  large  part  to  the  fostering  influence  of  those  who 
have  brought  to  them  the  message  of  good  will  and  sympathy, 
whether  by  song,  or  visit,  or  other  kindly  act.  To  all  who 
have  assisted,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

In  a gratifying  number  of  cases  the  X-Ray  revealed  con- 
ditions which  led  to  a modification  of  the  treatment,  with  bene- 
ficial results  to  the  patients. 

Vocational  training  to  qualify  as  an  X-Ray  technician 
was  given  Mr.  A.  H.  Thibault  who,  upon  the  completion  of 
his  course,  received  an  appointment  to  the  permanent  staff.

THE  LATE  DR.  A.  E.  HENDERSON 
Deceased  February  12,  1921 
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The  Late  Dr.  A.  E.  Henderson 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  have  to  report  the  death  of 
Dr.  Archibald  Henderson  one  of  the  members  of  our  medical 
staff.  Dr.  Henderson  was  several  years  ago  a resident  of 
Burlington,  while  his  father,  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson  was  pastor 
of  the  Burlington  Methodist  Church.  He  was  a graduate  of 
Toronto  University  both  in  Arts  and  in  Medicine,  and  for 
seven  years  he  practised  his  profession  at  Cochrane,  Ontario. 
When  war  broke  out  Dr.  Henderson  went  overseas  and  be- 
came attached  to  the  Royal  Medical  Corps,  where  he  gave 
valuable  service.  He  was  later  invalided  home  and  he  then 
bought  a fruit  farm  on  the  highway  between  Beamsville  and 
Grimsby,  where  he  completed  his  convalescence.  In  the 
Spring  of  1918  he  accepted  an  appointment  on  the  medical 
staff  at  the  Mountain  Sanatorium,  and  gradually  took  on  more 
responsible  work  until  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  addition 
to  part  time  duties  at  the  Mountain  Sanatorium,  he  was  chest 
specialist  for  the  Pension  Board  of  Hamilton,  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Soldiers’  Civil  Re-establishment  Clinic  at  Scott  Bar- 
racks, and  he  also  acted  as  chest  specialist  at  the  Brant  Mili- 
tary Hospital. 

Dr.  Henderson  was  loved  and  respected  both  by  his 
medical  associates  and  by  the  soldier  patients  whom  he  served 
so  faithfully,  and  the  outstanding  feature  of  his  work  was  the 
respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  Overseas  men  who  came 
under  his  care,  for  all  realized  that  he  was  giving  them  his 
very  best  and  that  his  decisions  whether  favorable  or  un- 
favorable would  be  fair  and  conscientious. 

Dr.  Henderson  contracted  broncho-pneumonia  on  Mon- 
day, February  7th,  and  his  friends  were  shocked  to  hear  of  his 
untimely  death  on  Saturday,  February  12th.  He  leaves  a wife 
and  two  young  children,  a girl  of  seven  years  and  a boy  of 
eight  months,  and  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  Board  and 
staff  of  the  Mountain  Sanatorium  is  extended  to  them  in  their 
great  bereavement.

On  Saturday,  May  31st,  the  sixteenth  birthday  party  of 
the  San  was  celebrated,  and,  as  every  year,  the  visitors  and 
gifts  were  many.  The  guests  were  greatly  interested  in  the 
Vocational  work  of  both  Sans,  which  was  on  exhibition  in  the 
Crerar  Hall.

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Report  of  Visiting  Nurse 


Below  please  find  report  from  the  down  town  dispensary 
of  the  Sanatorium,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1920. 

In  reviewing  the  work  at  the  dispensary  there  are  few 
outstanding  features  differing  from  past  years.  There  has 
been  a slight  diminution  in  the  number  of  patients  coming 
for  examination,  owing  partly  I believe  to  the  establishment 
of  the  new  clinic  for  sick  children  and  the  work  being  done  in 
the  homes  from  the  D.  S.  C.  R. 

Statistics  inform  us  of  a material  reduction  in  advanced 
cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  past  few  years,  even  with  the 
predisposing  effects  of  increased  cost  of  living  and  a tendency 
to  congestion  owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses.  This  cannot 
be  considered  otherwise  than  a result  of  more  efficient  treat- 
ment and  control. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  dispensary  was  again 
closed  for  several  weeks  as  a protection  against  the  spread  of 
influenza ; only  cases  from  out  of  town,  or  those  in  special 
need  of  attention  were  examined. 

During  the  year  1,432  examinations  were  made  by  physi- 
cians in  charge ; 534  new  patients  were  registered ; from  the 
new  cases  examined  126  were  found  to  have  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  were  invariably  advised  as  to  treatment. 

If  people  could  only  realize  the  importance  of  treatment 
in  the  early  stages  of  tuberculosis  not  one  would  hesitate  in 
taking  advantage  of  the  wonderful  opportunity  for  treatment 
and  instruction  given  at  the  Mountain  Sanatorium.  Patients 
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with  an  open  mind  to  learn  and  a willingness  to  receive  help 
are  in  most  cases  not  only  cured  themselves,  but  extend  the 
benefit  of  instruction  and  training  received  to  their  own  homes 
and  their  children,  who  in  many  cases  have  already  shown 
signs  of  infection,  stand  a much  greater  chance  of  growing  into 
healthy  men  and  women. 

Unfortunately  many  fail  to  “take  the  cure”  mostly  through 
a lack  of  understanding  of  the  disease  itself,  for  if  they  did 
understand  few  would  allow  business  or  cares  of  the  home, 
no  matter  how  important  it  might  seem  at  the  present,  to 
interfere  with  the  all  important  duty  of  regaining  one’s  health 
before  it  is  too  late. 

From  the  new  cases  examined  63  were  incipient,  47  mod- 
erately advanced  and  eighteen  far  advanced  cases. 

203  suspicious  or  doubtful  cases  have  been  kept  under 
observation  during  the  year,  either  through  coming  to  the  dis- 
pensary at  stated  intervals  or  by  the  visiting  nurse  in  their 
own  homes. 

Sources  of  reference  to  the  dispensary  have  been  as 
follows  : physicians,  city  209,  county  28 ; school  nurses  25 ; the 
remainder  coming  of  their  own  volition  or  on  advice  of  friends. 

In  addition  to  this  number  79  open  cases  (positive 
suptum)  have  been  reported  from  the  City  Laboratory. 

Our  different  nationalities  have  been  Canadian  293,  Eng- 
lish 142,  Scotch  10,  Irish  8,  American  12,  Italian,  Russian, 
Chinese  and  others,  number  67.  Considering  our  foreign  popu- 
lation there  is  very  little  doubt  that  incipient  or  even  moder- 
ately advanced  cases  are  not  being  located. 
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215  children  of  Id  years  and  under  have  been  examined 
this  year  at  the  dispensary.  The  majority  of  those  little  ones, 
although  non-tuberculosis,  show  an  undernourished  condition, 
pale,  under  standard  weight,  nervous  and  irritable.  Visiting 
the  home  frequently  reveals  the  fact  of  injudicious  feeding, 
milk  cereals  and  vegetables  almost  entirely  left  out,  late  hours 
and  poor  ventilation. 

One  mother  confided  the  fact  to  the  visiting  nurse  that 
she  could  not  understand  why  her  little  Mary  took  sick  every 
winter  as  soon  as  cold  weather  set  in.  This  home  maker  did 
not  ventilate  the  sleeping  rooms  at  all.  Her  husband  is  an 
ex-san  patient.  This  particular  case  shows  how  difficult  it  is 
to  change  habits  already  fixed. 

This  fact  in  spite  of  the  educational  campaign  continually 
going  on,  is  evident  by  the  number  of  storm  windows  one  sees 
while  walking  along  the  street. 

Nournishing  food,  8 to  10  hours  sleep,  sunshine,  fresh  air 
and  cleanliness  are  preventive  measures  for  this  disease,  at 
least. 

1548  visits  were  made  to  the  homes,  of  these  377  were 
new  calls. 

Houses  in  Hamilton,  as  every  one  knows,  have  been  scarce 
and  there  has  been  a tendency  to  overcrowding.  Our  local 
Board  of  Health  has  done  everything  possible  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  sanitation,  but  it  is  the  people  themselves 
who  must  make  the  homes. 

Adverse  conditions  found,  are  mostly  resulting  from  the 
lack  of  the  all  important  instinct  for  cleanliness  and  order. 
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203  miscellaneous  calls  were  made  during  the  year. 

Patients  requiring  medicine  or  supplies  numbered  562. 

The  junior  members  of  the  Hamilton  Health  Association 
have  been  as  usual  an  ever  present  help  in  time  of  trouble, 
contributing  over  7,000  quarts  of  milk,  to  families  where  one 
or  often  two  members  were  in  need  of  a little  extra,  apart 
from  what  the  parents  could  afford. 

$120  was  drawn  from  the  Miss  Doolittle  fund.  $46  of 
which  was  spent  in  buying  milk  and  $49.20  for  eggs.  The 
remainder  buying  fruit  and  luxuries  for  patients  confined  to 
bed. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  so  thoughtfully 
contributed  reading  matter  to  the  dispensary  during  the  year.

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Report  of  Junior  Health  Association

Formerly  we  were  known  as  the  Billikin  Club,  but  “The 
Junior  Billikin  Club/’  a purely  social  one  formed  in  recent 
years,  resulted  in  a conflict  of  names.  Then  too  our  club 
is  entirely  for  benevolent  purposes.  The  name  “Junior  Health 
League”  was  therefore  decided  upon,  as  we  are  junior  to  the 
Hamilton  Health  Association  and  co-operate  with  them  in 
their  work.  Our  work  is  devoted  to  the  tubercular  poor, 
gassed  soldiers  and  preventorium.  Two  girls  assume  charge 
of  one  family  and  look  after  their  needs.  Two  members  of 
the  club  make  weekly  visits  to  the  Preventorium  and  two 
others  likewise  visit  the  soldiers,  taking  little  extra  comforts 
with  them.  Mrs.  Jarvis  is  consulted  in  all  cases  before  a 
family  is  put  on  or  taken  off  our  list — at  all  times  these  fam- 
ilies are  under  her  supervision  and  at  the  present  we  have  24 
families  under  our  care.  These  we  provide  regularly  with 
milk  and  at  Christmas  time  all  the  members  were  outfitted 
with  new  boots,  stockings  and  underwear — and  in  some  in- 
stances clothing.  At  times  we  come  to  the  rescue  of  the  very 
needy  and  provide  groceries  as  well.  The  girls,  from  their 
private  means,  supply  all  with  a present  at  Christmas  and  the 
extras  for  their  Christmas  dinner.  Our  money  is  raised  by 
our  annual  fees,  bazaar  and  dance — which  last  year  was  re- 
ceived and  expended  as  follows :

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Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner 

January  20th,  1921 


The  chief  feature  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Hamilton 
Health  Association,  which  was  held  at  the  Royal  Connaught 
Hotel  on  Thursday,  January  20th,  was  the  address  of  Dr. 
C.  J.  Hastings,  the  honored  head  of  the  Medical  Health  De- 
partment of  Toronto.  He  gave  an  address  on  public  health 
work  that  was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  Mountain  Sanatorium  and  of  the  general  problem 
of  the  health  of  the  public.  Dr.  Hastings  was  introduced  by 
Dr.  Jas.  Roberts,  M.H.O.,  who  showed  the  effectiveness  of 
the  work  being  carried  on  by  the  Hamilton  Health  Associa- 
tion by  the  following  figures  : 

In  1898,  13.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  population  of  the  city 
died  of  tuberculosis;  in  1910,  8 per  cent,  was  the  rate;  in  1920, 
3 per  cent.  In  1898,  out  of  every  eight  persons  of  the  popu- 
lation, one  died  of  tuberculosis  ; in  1908,  one  out  of  every  12 
died  of  this  disease,  and  in  1920,  one  out  of  every  thirty  per- 
sons of  the  population  succumbed  to  consumption. 

He  further  paid  a high  tribute  to  the  wonderful  work 
that  Dr.  Hastings  has  done  in  the  organization  of  public 
health  work  in  Toronto. 

Dr.  Hastings  in  his  address  contrasted  the  olden  methods 
of  health  departments,  whose  duties  were  chiefly  the  cleaning 
up  of  back  yards  and  the  attending  to  the  clearing  away  of 
garbage,  with  the  modern  methods  which  were  personal 
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hygiene,  of  which  the  chief  are,  the  making  safe  of  water,  milk 
and  food  supplies.  He  stated  that  at  one  time  in  Toronto 
over  40%  of  the  milk  offered  for  sale  had  been  contaminated 
with  water  ,and  that  nothing  but  eternal  vigilance  will  keep 
the  water  out  of  the  milk  in  any  locality  most  important,  he 
claimed  was  the  need  of  scientific  pasteurization  of  milk,  and 
he  pointed  out  in  this  regard  that  the  objections  to  pasteuriza- 
tion on  the  ground  of  the  destruction  of  vitamines  could  be 
wholly  overcome  by  giving  orange  juice  in  proper  proportions 
to  infants  depending  on  a milk  diet.  He  claimed  that  pasteur- 
ization was  necessary  to  protect  children  from  various  com- 
municable diseases  including  tuberculosis  and  to  people  who 
take  their  children  away  from  home  in  the  summer,  he  gave 
the  advice  that  they  should  scald  the  milk. 

He  also  described  the  steps  taken  to  render  Toronto’s 
restaurants  safe  for  her  people,  no  licenses  being  given  to 
places  selling  food  until  they  had  installed  devices  for  washing 
and  also  sterilizing  the  eating  and  drinking  utensils. 

In  conclusion  Dr.  Hastings  urged  the  need  of  profiting  by 
the  lessons  of  the  war,  when  such  appalling  numbers  of  young 
men  were  found  to  be  of  low  physical  standard.  “All  the 
nations  found  they  had  been  living  in  a fools’  paradise,”  he 
said.  “How  many  localities  have  had  organizations  for  pre- 
natal care,  to  assure  a race  of  children  which  shall  be  born 
right?”  And  the  speaker  described  what  was  being  done  in 
the  baby  clinics  in  his  city,  those  for  children  of  pre-school 
age,  and  the  care  exercised  in  follow  up  work  among  boys  and 
girls.  The  danger  of  reduced  efficiency  through  adverse  con- 
ditions in  industries,  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Hastings’  department, 
had  resulted  in  the  co-operation  of  the  men  engaged  in  indus- 
tries and  a bettering  of  conditions.  “Thus  we  have  filled  in  all 
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the  links  between  babyhood  and  young  manhood  and  young 
womanhood/’  Dr.  Hastings  said ; and  he  quoted  statistics  to 
show  the  fine  results  of  money  used  in  public  work  m any 
city,  showing  that  in  Toronto  for  every  dollar  spent  in  the 
prevention  of  disease,  a much  greater  reduction  has  been  made 
in  money  required  for  the  treatment  of  diseases.
